ing; for, in addition to the 
works that bore her name, 
she was a constant contri- 
butor to magazines and an- 
nuals, either anonymously 
or under westiinee | titles, 
Those who knew her inti- 
mately were the more asto- 
nished at her powers of com- 
position, as they saw how 
actively and constantly she 
attended to every domestic 
duty, and how zealously and 
usefully she exerted herself 
to relieve the wants and dis- 
tresses of others. Deeply 
distressing it is to know that 
such goodness was not ap- 
preciated where it was most 
exercised, and that this ami- 
able Christian was doomed 
to suffer the keenest tor- 
ments and indignities, re- 
sulting from the follies and 

assions of those who ought 
in duty most to have blessed 
and cherishedher. In most 
of her stories on the moral 
endowments, such as ‘En. 
ergy,” ‘‘ Self-denial,” “ Pa- 
tience,”’ &c. (particularly the last), are to be traced 
evident descriptions of these trials; but in most cases 
the fiction falls short of the reality—the romance was 
less unnatural than the truth.

It may appear, perhaps, unnecessary to pronounce 
an opinion on productions which have been circulated 
by tens of thousands, and translated into many lan- 
guages, and which have been signally effective of 
good. We cannot, however, forbear adverting to the 
fact that in Mrs. Hofland’s writings, more than in 
those of perhaps any other authoress, you behold the 
character of the woman. Her beautiful simplicity, 
her lively imagination, her tenderness of feeling, her 
devoted piety, were the characteristics of the woman, 
which enshrined her in the affections of all who knew 
her. About seventy works have proceeded from her 
pen, of which nearly 300,000 copies have been sold in 
this country, and many thousands on the Continent, 
and in America, where 20,000 of ‘ The Czarina’’ were

She 
breathed her last in that peace which none but the 
Christian knows, at Richmond, on the 9th of Navem- 
ber, 1844, and was buried in Richmond Church on the 
16th of November. 

The portrait which we have the 
senting to our readers is the first published, and is 
taken tom a beautiful water-colour drawing by Mr, 
George Freeman, of New York, inthe onseaglantat A. 
Roberts, Esq., of Hammersmith, who has very kindly 
allowed us to copy it, and to whom we are indebte 
for the facts contained in our biographical sketch. 

A beautiful monument in marble, of which we give 
an engraving, by E. W. Wyon, Ksq., has been recently 
placed in Richmond Church. It is finely conceived, 
is marked by classical feeling, and is executed with 
great skill; and is altogether such as to advance the 
reputation of the sculptor. We regret to learn that 
the subscriptions for the monument are not yet suf- 
ficient to enable the committee adequately to remune- 
rate the sculptor for his labour; but, as the subscrip- 
tion list is still open, we trust that among the many 
admirers of Mrs. Hofland’s writings there will be 
found those who will assist the committee in fully car- 
rying out their praiseworthy object. We cannot allow 
this subject to pass without expressing our surprise 
that for the small space required for the monument on 
the wall of Richmond Church twenty-five pounds was 
demanded, paid, and safely reached its destination— 
the vicar’s pocket. This is certainly a sad damper to

FLIGHT OF THE EMPEROR OF AUSTRIA. 
The Preussitche Stéatsanzeiger of the 2ist instant 
contains the following important information from 
Vienna of the 18th instant :-—~ 
His Majesty the Emperor, with the Empress, drove 
last evening, about six o'clock, through the town in 
the direction of Mariahilf, He was cheered by the 
eople, and returned their salutations, It was thought 
ke was going to Schénbrunn. An empty imperial 
travelling-carriage followed an hour afterwards in the 
same direction, and four more travelling-carriages, 
with six horses each, followed about nine o'clock,

became then evident that the Imperial Family had 
quitted Vienna, Early in the morning this event was 


announced by posted bills, containing a manifesto of 
the Ministry, who had before tendered their resigna- 
tion, but who, at the entreaties of the Emperor and 
the University, had consented to remain in office ad 
interim. The Ministers stated that a merely verbal 
communication had informed them of this stidden 
departure, for which the Emperor's health was given 
as a motive, and that Innspruck had been fixed upon 
as his residence.

On Sunday morning, at the Waterloo Chapel, Bird- 
cage-walk, St. James’s-park, her Majesty, Prince 
Albert, the Prince Royal of Prussia, the Duke of 
Cambridge, and other members of the Royal Family, 
Field-Marshal Duke of Wellington, and several gene- 
ral officers, were present to witness the confirmation 
of about 197 non-commissioned officers and privates 
of the following regiments :—The Horse Guards, the 
Grenadier, Coldstream, and Scots Fusilier Guards. 
Shortly before eleven o’clock her Majesty, accom- 
panied by Prince Albert, who was dressed in his 
colonel’s uniform, accompanied by the Prince of Prus- 
sia, arrived, and was followed by the Duke of Wel- 
lington and the Duke of Cambridge, also in the colonels’ 
uniforms of their respective regiments, The bands on 
her Majesty’s arrival played the national anthem. The 
men who were about to be confirmed were placed 
round the aliar, and, after the usual service had been 
gone through, the Right Rev. the Bishop of London, 
who officiated on the octasion, proceeded to perform 
this solemn ordinance. At the termination of the 
service the whole of the men who were at chapel and 
in barracks underwent an inspection by her Majesty 
and the illustrious party, which lasted about a ae 
ter of an hour; after which her Majesty and Royal 
Consort, and the Prince Royal of Prussia, and the 
other noble and illustrious personages, returned in 
the same private manner as they had arrived. The

- St. CLEMENT’s FEMALE Cuarity ScHoou. 
Last Sunday evening a sermon was preached in the 
church of St. Clement Danes, Strand, by Dr. Hampden, 
the Lord Bishop of Hereford, in behalf of the charity 
school of the parish. This institution, which was 
founded in the year 1700, is one of those established 
on the principles then promulgated by the Society for 
the Promotion of Christian Knowledge: In 1778 a 
most important improvement was effected in the 
charity by the admission of eight girls into the school- 
house to be wholly lodged, maintained, clothed, and 
educated. From time to time this number has been 
increased, and now thirty girls are entirely provided 
for, This is an unusual feature ih the parochial 
schools of the metropolis, and is calculated to be more 
beneficial, not only to the children but to society at 
large, than if a greater number were merely clothed 
and educated. he girls are thus protected against 
the dangers and temptations to Which the female por- 
tion of our population are sometimes exposed by per- 
nicious examples in their homes as well as in the 
streets, The right rev. prelate selected the text for 
his eloquent discourse from the 21st chapter of the 
Acts of the Apostles, 5th verse, and he dwelt impres- 
sively on the importance of protecting the morals of 
the weaker and more defenceless portion of the popu- 
lation, whose influence, éither for good or for evil, is 
powerful over society at large, Dr, Hampden justly 
observed that the characters and conduct of the male 
branches of society are, in most instances, traceable to 
the counsel and influence of mothers and sisters; and 
he adduced the example of Timothy, whose character, 
both moral and religious, was mainly formed by the 
ce of an excellent mother, a fact to which St. 
aul, in his second epistle to Timothy, thus alludes :— 
“When I call to remembrance the unfeigned faith 
that is in thee, which dwelt first in thy grandmother 
Lois, and thy mother Eunice, &¢.” The sérmon was 
listened to with most devout attention by the nume- 
rous congregation who attended the ¢hurch; indeed, 
80 great was the interest excited by the announcement 
of Dr. Hampden’s intention to preach, that, long 
before the commencement of the service, there 
not a vacant seat in the church, and upwards The 
hundred persons were unable to gain AoW Ellie 
prayers were beautifully read by the raped Se avian 
rector of St. Clement’s.

A MANCHESTER TRAVELLER IN AN Awxe

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A CURIOUS “BRIDLE.” 


The pretty village of Walton-on-Thames may 
be veantisd e about an hour, leaving London b 
one of the small iron steamers, which at Nine 
Elms deposits us at the terminus of the South- 
Western Railway, a short journey on which brings 
us to the Walton station, about a mile distant 
from the village: the picturesque retired situation 
of which, its quietness, and the good, angling to 
be had, did in former times (and perhaps still 
does) invite many visitors and sportsmen, The 
river here runs smoothly and swiftly between the 
sedgy banks of an islend on the further side and 
the beautifully-wooded banks, beneath which in 
the towing-path we now stand. The velvet lawn 
and flowery shrubs of Lord Tankerville’s mansion 
here stretch almost to the water’s brink; and a 
fisherman’s house, with a few boats, forms a pic- 
turesque foreground to the view of the long double 
bridge which spans the river, and a portion of 
meadow land which, when flooded, presents the 
appearance of an é@xtended lake; while, to vary 
the scene, deeply-laden barges drawn by many 
horses may at all times be seen toiling their weary 
Way against the stream, If you are fond of fish- 
ing, barbel and roach may be had in abundance ; 
and there is a legend extant that trout of fair pro- 
portions have been taken here. The delicate silver

Amongst the necessities arising from that partial 
profusion which is the inevitable 
lating for a section of society, not thé least melans 
choly are those which compel expatriation as the 
only alternative left for a surplus population-—net 


a surplus over the resources of nature, but one ine | 
compatible with that grasping spirit which tonverts | 


the reasonable support of the many into luxury 
fora few. But the necessity exists, and must be 
met. A spirit of weariness, the result of struggles 
without profit, arms us for the encounter. The 
extreme difficulty of making head against taxation, 
direct and indirect, converging from every point of 
the social circumference into each working man’s 
pocket, whether his labour be manual or mental, 
lessens that regret with which the emigrant turns 
his back upon his native country, If a poet, he 
may rave for a while, perhaps, of the sunny plains 
of his childhood, of green Janes, hills, valleys, 
and so on, But the practical man, as the chalk 
cliffs of Albion fade from his vision, takes another 
view of the matter, and, instead of regretting the 
loss of these endeared objects, remembers that he 
leaves behind him, not them alone, but that portly 
collector who makes his quarterly visitation after 
the landlord—like a relapse after a dangerous 
illness, 

It is essential, however, that the emigrant should 
arrange his measures well before leaving a countr 
to whose ‘manner’ he ig born; where he has 
friends and connection; where he has some pros- 
pects, however slight—that he should be well in- 
formed of the nature of Fociety in the colony which 
he has chosen for his adoption; that he should 
know how to lay out his capital to the best advan- 
tage, what to take with him, what purchases 
to leave till he arrives upon his new ground. He 
should, to save expense at least, acquaint himself 
with its natural resources, and, if he has already 
devoted his attention to agriculture, should 
learn how much of his past experience will avail 
him for the future—how much he must unlearn, 
and how much add, These are a few matters 
slightly touched in passing, but sufficient to indi- 
cate the vital importance of all the information, 
well tested, which can be gained before the emi- 
grant commits ae nity tee and family, to a

from Adelaide to return to England, I thought that 
colonial boots and shoes might stand the voyage better, 
but these went the same way, and, therefore, I should 
advise all persons to take out only sufficient to last 
them while on board the ship: these, again, should 
not be heavy, for light pumps or boots will be much 
more comfortable. ‘The emigrants may rest assured 
that all such articles are to be obtained on their arrival, 
both good and cheap ; they are made of leather tanr ed 
in Adelaide, which leather is very enduring, and the 
workmanship capital. With cloth clothes the case is 
different, and those who intend wearing them should 
take a stock out, for they are very expensive in the 
town, and not always to be obtained made with supe- 
rior materials; cloth clothes, however, are seldom 
worn, except by professional men and a few athers, as 
they are sometimes very undesirable on account of the 
heat. The more usual, and also more comfortable, 
dress is the brown holland blouse, with light trousers 
and waistcoat, a straw hat, black or coloured neck- 
kerchief, and the shirt-collar turned down, in order to 
give all the air and coolness possible in the hot 
weather; this dress is adapted in strength for those 
who intend to work either for themselves or a mastery, 
Instead of the blouse a light shooting-coat may be 
worn, and moleskin or cord trousers in place of the

Conjointly with this predisposition 1s always 
observed more or less of what is termed ascrofulous 
habit of body, and this suggests the best means of 
anticipating or counteracting the constitutional 
tendency, which is, in fact, merely another form of 
scrofula operating prominently upon the organs of 
the chests Proper food and quai elothing are 
the main resources of a nursing mother to ensure 
health ‘to the child 8 situated, aid to these, there- 
fore, we direct aitention, a8 offering an opportunity 
to append some femiarks that may bé found useful 
and instruttive. es 

In the first place, it may bé safely assumed that 
the digestive powers of delicate children are pro- 
portionably weak. At the samie time the inclina- 
tion to eat will be equal to that of the most healthy 
child; thé appetite appearing to depend less on 
the qualit F thé digestion performed than upon 
the quantity of the food the stomach is capable of 
receiving. It is obvius, therefore, that judgment 
and diseriminatioi a8 to diet in such cases are of 
paramount importante: | Yet, after the experience 
of generations, how little do the mothers of man- 
kind know upon, the stibject! Fortunately for 
our purpose of instiuttion, these hints cannot 
extend béybiid a limited space, as we are aware 
that—anxidus as mothers may be to learn—unless 
suggestions are simple and direct, circumstances 
are not Very tavoutable for them to detive benefit 
from cominunications othe® than those which 
arise from pure maternal instinct; And this is natu- 
ral; for, with a good breast of own mother’s milk, 
what learning could point out bettet nutriment for 
a delicate dad ailing child? But suckling has its 
limits; and, where ¢hoite is necessary, it will 
always be beneticially directed by judicious 
observation. 

The food of man may be either animal or 
vegetable, and is determined in a great measure 
by circumstances of situation—the colder climates 
of countries in high latitudes requiting, for the 
purposes of nutrition, 4 diet composed almost en- 
tirely of flesh, whilst the inhabitants of the torrid 
zone as éxclusively live upon vegetables. In the 
more temperate regions of the earth a proper ad- 
mixture of the two kinds of aliment is used. 
Wherever the circumstances of situation are at 
variance with the eharacter of the food, corre- 
sponding debility of constitution will be observed 
in the majority of the inhabitants, It would not 
be exactly scrofula that would affect all countries 
alike, but the idea of what wé mean will be best 
conveyed by a reference to our own national dis- 
ease, This general principle operating upon the 
surface of the globe may be adopted with great 
advantage in the economy of that little world—the 
nursery. In this country, remarkable for its vicis- 
situdes in temperature, seasons should have their 
peculiar diet tables, to enable the susceptible sys- 
tems of infants to withstand the sudden and 
frequent changes. The cold of winter should be 
met by an increase in animal food; and the heat 
of summer as carefully provided for by a free use 
of vegetables. In this manner delicate constitu- 
tions would be supported and sustained against 
those attacks of illness, the exciting causes of 
which are well known to depend upon the con- 
dition of the. climate; and; instead of nursery 
indulgence being a fruitful source of predisposition 
to, and an aggravation of, disease. a diet based upon 
the simple principle reeommended would ensure to 
parents a strong and healthy offspring. 

Attention to thé ¢haractet and nature of the 
dress is equally éssential for the well-being of 
children predisposed to diseases of the chest. 
Warm clothing nist be always provided for 
out-of-door exposuré during cold weather; but 
this applies more to the protection of the trunk 
than to the head of extremities of the body. 

A short, sleeveless jacket of flannel may be worn 
next to the skin in vert weak constitutions ; but, 
if this can be dispensed with, it is very advisable 
not to adopt a habit which may be so een 
tageously reserved for the comfort and atpport a 
age.

Sarah Prosser, 2%, was indicted for stealing a gold watch 
and chain, a diamond ring, a gokd mourning ring, two silver 
watches, some gold hair pins, and other articles, value £50, 
the property of her master, Mr. John Theodore, the landlord 
of the Stag public-house, Fulham-road.—Mr, Clarkson ap- 
peared for the prosecution.— From the statement of ‘the 
learned counsel in opening the case, and the evidence given, 
it appeared that the prisoner had been in the employ of Mr, 
Theodore as servant of all work, but she had only been en. 

aged a wonth when the robbery took place. On Tuesday, 
the 25th of April, having received an intimation from the bar~ 
maid, Mrs. Theodore went up to her bedroom, when she 
found that a drawer in which she kept her jewellery and 
money had been opened, and its valuable contents stolen. 
Mrs. Bhendare had seen her property safe about half an hour 

reviously, and a search was instantly made in other parta of the 

ouse, when it was discovered that two other rooms had been 
entered and property stolen therefrom, When Progser was 
locked up she requested a fellow-prisoner to write to 
her mother, and told her to say in the letter that, although 
ghe was charged with the robbery, ‘* None of the property 
was found, nor would ever be.” Nota itis the property 
had been discovered. These were the whole of the cireum-

After hearing evidence at great lengt 
for the prosecution, and examining five witnesses in defence, 
Mr. Crawfurd, for the Crown, departed from the two first 
charges in the libel, but urged the jury to find the accused 
guilty of the third charge—namely, culpable neglect of duty. 

r. Moncrieff having addressed the jury in behalf of Dr. 
Gibson, the Lord Justice Clerk summed up, The jury, with- 
out a moment of hesitation, returned a unanimous verdict of 
Not Guilty, and the doctor was accordingly discharged.
